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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1) Applicant argues that Tullis teaches away 
from "establishing a communication session supporting phot-seving communication protocols that present the digital camera device as a 
file server to the host device", by stating that the " camera can display previously captured images by accessing image data that is stored 
in the host computer. Furthermore, Applicant argues that since in Tullis the data is stored in the host computer, the camera device 
cannot act as a file server, since there is no data for it to server. Howvever, as stated in the previous office action dated 5/31/05, Tullis 
teaches a memory that integrated into the hand-held digital camera. The camera memory iselectronic memory that can be used to sotre 
frames of digital image data.
